While it is not disclosed that the business men of Flor­ 
ence had anything to do directly, with tha consolidation 
of the Florence Daily New* and the Florence Daily Times, 
of that city, now that the merger has been effected, they 
are taking a most sensible view of the matter. 
Resolutions as follows were adopted at a meeting of the 
chamber of commerce: “Resolved, that we commend the 
fine spirit of the two dailies in combining their papers 
by which a broader field of usefulness is occupied and 
the public served more efficiently. 
Resolved, that we earnestly request the universal sup­ 
port by the citizens of Florence of our splendid daily 
paper and believe they will show proper appreciation of 
the commendable public spirit shown by the consolidation 
Of the two papers. 
“Resolved, that in our opinion all future efforts to es­ 
tablish another daily paper in Our city should be dis­ 
couraged for the reason that the enlarged usefulness oi 
the present daily paper fully meets all the demands of 
our city.” 
From every angle the manager of the Florence daily 
appears to meet with the approval of the people of that 
community. 
The cost of publishing a daily newspaper, 
even in the smaller cities, is so great that few of the 
smaller communities are able, financially, to support more 
than one newspaper plant. 
It ia reasonable to suppose 
that every community desires a newspaper in that com­ 
munity. 
It is just as reasonable to suppose that every 
community desires that its own newspaper compare favor­ 
able with any other. One good newspaper to a commun­ 
ity seems to be the only possible solution to the problem. 
In this connection it is interesting to note that one daily 
only is published now in the smaller cities of Alabama. 
Not ao long ago there was a tale of oae of the two news­ 
papers in Gadaden to the other, but reports now are cur­ 
rent that a second paper is a strong possibility. 
Only 
one paper is published in Anniston, Huntsville, Sheffield, 
Florence, Dothan, Tuscaloosa. 
One of the principal reasons for the sensible conclusion 
of business men that one good paper serves them better 
than two would, is their awakening to the fact that ad­ 
vertising rates in one paper giving them fairly complete 
coverage, are cheaper than the rates for two papers to 
obtain the same coverage. That is no mean item and the 
Florence business men are viewing the situation as they 
should. The Daily wishes unbounded growth and pros­ 
perity for the Times-News.

PRESIDENT COOLIDGE LAYS HIMSELF OPEN 
FOR'ATTACK ON HIS SHOALS SUGGESTION 
With all due respect to the memory of the late Presi­ 
dent Warren G. Harding, up until he was succeeded by 
Calvin Coolidge, as president, he appeared to hold all 
records for using quantities of words, without expressing 
any constructive thought. He had the happy faculty, from 
a political viewpoint, of talking much and saying little. 
Many of his addresses were so ambiguous they were dif­ 
ficult to headline for newspapers, that is to say, so few 
real declarations of principle were uttered, that editors 
frequently were puzzled as to his intent. 
President Coolidge** message to congress Tuesday places 
the new executive one step ahead of his predecssor. Out of 
the mass of phrases Mr. Coolidge transmits to congress, 
one gains but one clear impression, namely, that the Pres­ 
ident is very well satisfied with things as they are and 
sees little necessity for changing thdm. 
If Mr. Coolidge 
had a few more problems to solve like the Muscle Shoals 
question, and attempted to solve them in the same man­ 
ner as he does the present puzzle, there is little doubt 
he would be an easy winner of the famous description the 
Indian is credited with having applied to a United States 
senator noted for oratory: “Heap much wind, no rain.” 
Mr. Coolidge and his advisors surprise the nation by 
Ms unusual reference to Muscle Shoals. 
It would |mvw 
been out of the ordinary if the President had not been 
assailed because of the verbal fog with which he clouds 
his recommendations as to the future of the TenatfcMi 
river project. 
On one hand he almost berates congress for its failure 
to settle the question before now. 
At least he shows 
marked signs of impatience with the solorf*^ Then, he 
asks-congress to give the matter further study. 
How 
those two conflicting views are to be reconciled, no on<| 
yet has stated. 
President Coolidge would dedicate the plants to nation­ 
al defense, yet he does not desire government ownership. 
He gives the impression the government should fNMi 
the project in the hands of private corporations, yet, fac­ 
ing a prospective sale, he compares the value of Muscle 
Shoals to a single battleship. That may be evidence of 
New England business sagacity, but if so The Daily is 
fearful those who follow this method would never make 
successful horse traders. 
Senators laughingly refer to the President's compari­ 
son of the Shoals with a battleship as “nonsensical,” but 
the people of Alabama are tired of congressional wit. 
Tfefjy want action. 
As usual, Senator Oscar W. Underwood looks a bit 
deeper into the situation than do most people, and, quoted 
by the Age-Herald, Senator Underwood either knows 
something more of the President’s intentions about Muscle 
Shoals, or he is sufficiently well versed in parliamentary 
tactics to see an advantage in a situation which appears 
black enough to most people. 
Senator Underwood, the Age-Herald declares, believes 
the joint-commission proposal of President Coolidge, 
wherein the chief.¿executive suggests to congress tfiat a 
committee be named to study the matter, is worthy of 
approval, provided that the committee is required to re­ 
port within 60 days. Such a report, Sqnator Underwood 
believes, would bring the Muscle Shoals question to the 
floor of congress sooner than if it became necessary to 
introduce new bills providing for the disposition of the 
Shoals, and permit these bills to take the ordinary course 
in legislative channel*.
